adinitting the hive is open at the bottom, and is even, so as to let it set to the hive. It 
may stand on scantlings, or it may be suspended at the hive’s bottom,on staples and links. 
In either case the edge of the hive rests on the board at AAAA. ‘The plank is worked out 
in a Quadruple inclined plane, down to some less than an inch at X, like the hopper to a 
mill. Inthe centre at X a hole is bored with a three inch centre bit, and a tin tube made 
to fill two inches long which is inserted therein. This tin tube has six 1-2 inch holes at 
equal distances near its lower edge ; it is confinedin the board by three or four little nails 
zo that it extends down an inch or more below the bottom of the board, and is lined where 
the holes are, by crowding in a strip of wire gause, which needs no other fastening. A 
cap is made like the cover to a flower box, to fit on the out side with 1-2 inch holes in its 
rim corresponding with those in the projecting tabe, and made so loose as to be adjastables 
+0 that ventilation is most easily graduated by turning the capa little. A Canal, or gutter 
is made in the top of the bottom board, six inches wide, one inch deep, and covered by 
fiting in a piece of board from B. to 6 B, so as to form a tunnel one fourth of an inch high, 
for the bees to enter and go out at work; this entrance may be contracted, by fitting in 
assing of bees, in proportion to their

The advantages of this bottom board, with the principles of ventilation, here adopted by 
\ the tin tabe, and adjustable cap, has greatly exceeded my expec tations, in the develope- 
W ment of uses that had not occurred to ny mind when I first put it mto nse.  Teoustructed 
this bottom hoard, or one very similar to it, in 1832, but used a sheet iron slide at X, this 
would not exclude the moths at X, when the slide was drawn, and I laid it aside, Parly 
in the spring of 1841, I went into a course of experiments with several of these boards, 
all made on the same principle, by varying in the power of ventilation, and width of the 
canal. Some with the tube and cap, others with a hole only at X, but I found that any 
iach and a half hole here, did not give sufficient ventilation in the hottest weather, and in 
every hive where the cup was omitted, the moths found access to, and made more or less 
deposits among the combs. 

Daring a trial of five seasons with this bottom board, and adjustable cup, (when this 
season is finished), no moth has ever succeeded in making a dep sit among the combs in 
a single hive, except in one instance; and in this case, the bottom board not being painted 
properly, cracked in the winter of 1843-4, so thatit did not close entirely during the sum- 
mer of 1844, hence the result was, two dead larver mouths were found in the adjustable 
cap when the bees cleaned the hive in the spring of 1845.

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Uses of the Canal Bottom Board.—\st—When a swarm of bees are first hived, the 
adjustable cap should be so graduated as to let the air pass freely in, at that place, until H 
the agitation among the bees, caused by swarming, has subsided; in the evening the bees | 
will become tranquil, and the cap shoald be turned so as to exclude all the air at that | 
place, unless the bees manifest a desire for more air by clustering out at the mouth of the 
canal. The bees will always dictate their master in regard to ventilation, in warm weather 
by showing themselves outside the hive. As the eap is a perfect detector of what is'going 
on in the hive, it should be examined occasionally, and perhaps emptied of filth which al- 
ways finds its way to that place. 

2nd—As soon as winter sets in, the adjustable cap must be taken off, and remain of | 
until the bees are ready to clean the hive in the spring. ‘This mast in no wise be forgotten 
by any who would be sare to save the life of the hive; the vapor of the bees in cold wea- 
ther is so dense that water forms in the hive, and runs down and freezes in the cap, and 
soon excludes all the air at that place, the tunnel to the canal also is very liable at this 
season to become obstructed, and the bees may be smothered. It would not be objec- 
tiouable, but would even desirable, that the adjustable cap should be returned to its place 
on the tabe, at every warm turn of weather in the winter, if it is surely taken off, as soon 
as the weather changes cold, inasmuch as it generally keeps them perfectly quiet in the 
hive, and prevents the loss of a vast many of their companions which from ordinary hives 
sally out at this time, and are lost by being chilled. 

8d—In the spring, as soon as the bees commence cleaning theirtenement, the adjustable 
cap must be uaed with care to prevent robbers, this should be examined two or three 
times a week until the hive is cleaned. It is proper likewise to clean the bottoin board, 
and white-wash where the edge of the hive rests. White-wash made of good caustic lime 
will certainly exclude all bee moths from joints or cracks that are well coated with it, and 
it is not objectionable to the bees. When the hive is fall of bees, moths cannot enter, 
and the eap m ay be taken off until swarming takes place, 

Ath—When bees swarm, their departure ofien reduces the population of the old stock 
so mach, that there are scarcely enough left to guard the tunnel of the canal, and attend | 
to all the other neces ay labors of the hive, until it is rep!enished by young bees which are 
constantly hatching at this season, hence it will be seen that the cap mast not be forgotten

the cap is not used, I know of no hive that will admit the moths and robbers so freely as 
this. When this bottom board and adjustable eap is used with care, the healthy con dition 
of the young broods are secured from chills in ihe spring and fall, which is absolutely ne- 
cessary to secure profits from the Apiary. Thousands of swarms perish yearly, and are 
rendered weak and unprofitable by a chill among the young in the early and latter months 
of the breeding season; bees that hatch early perform the principle duties and Jabors of the 
summer campaign, and die before winter sets in, and those that are born late, say in 
August und September, are almost the only tenants of the hive in the spring following ; 
This is a fact which may be doubted by some, nevertheless it is trae, but may require a 
dissertation at some future time, to convince the sceptical and superficial observer. ‘This 
Bottom Board is admirably fitted for southern and western Apiries, as well as northern. 
T also have a large number of classes of bee hives which were patented in 1841, swarmers 
and non-swarmers, so constructed that they may be changed from one to the other by en- 


tering slides only, or they may be divided or sub-divided into several swarms, when the) 


season is favorable, with no trouble except entering slides, of which I may send you some

The Corn Mothe=Tinea srancila. 

Of the many insects that prove injurious 
to the farmer, none is more to be dreaded, 
perhaps than corn moth. The /aerve of this 
insect, which is identic with the mottled 
woolen moth of Hawarth, attacks the corn 
after it is deposited in the granary. It 
usually appears in this country in its moth 
state, in the months of May, June, and July. 
When fully developed it usually measures 
from the head to the extremities of the 
wings, seven or eight lines. Its habits are 
remarkable; resting, or remaining idle dur- 
ing the day, and prosecuting its insiduous 
and destractive labors, or flying about, by 
night. Its principal ravages are perpetrated 
between the beginning of May and the close 
of September,and are confined principally to 
wheat, rye, oats, and barley. After Sep- 
tember, until the ensuing May, the larva of 
the tinea granella are sought for in vain. 
During this interval it lies concealed in the 
cracks and interstices of the bins, or floor 








of the granary, and generally protected by 
In April or May, it again makes 
its appearance ina different form, having 
assumed the aspect and habits of a perfect 
well developed moth, and may be seen hov- 
ering about the heaps of grain, and silently 
depositing upon them the invisible germ of

The Potato Discasc in Europe.

ing in the north of England it prevails 
throughout England, Ireland, and Scotland, 
and in many places on the continent. In 
some parts of Europe the potato constitutes 
the principal food for human sustenance 
as we! asa large portion for animals, and 
this calamity will be severe indeed. 

In that quarter, as well as in this, there 
are many conjectures as to the cause of the 
disease, and different opinions prevail as to 
its operation, Some attribute it to extremely 
hot weather, which produced a very rapid 
growth, and the cold, wet weather which 
succeeded, causing a citi, and stagnation of 
the juices, and consequently decay. Some 
Writers state that the disease commenced in 
the leaves, while the tubers were sound; 
others say that it commences in the reot, 
and that the top of the potato, and rose 
end, are frequently first affected. zain it 
it is stated by others that the disease com- 
mences first just above the old potato, and 





then spreads to the new tubers and to the 
tops. Thus, after numerous experiments, 
andj investigations,all seems mere conjecture 


and uncertainty.

The Anti Vormen Rivts, 

Amounts have been received from Spring 
field, Ill., to Sept. 21, which state that the 
movements of Sheriff Backenstos had struck 
such terror to the hearts of the mob support- 
ersin all the surrounding country, that the 
people all fled from Carthage, Augusta, and 
other Anti Mormon towns, and carried their 
families into the counties of Adams, Mar- 
quette, Schuyler, and MeDonough, and were 
beating up for volunteers in those counties, to 
recruit their forces, with which to renew the 
war. Gov. Ford had issued an order for as- 
sembling 500 men tu quell the disturbances. 

Particular accounts of the movements of 
Backenstos to the 17th are received. He was 
at this time at the head of a posse of 2000 
well armed men, firm and ready to aid him in 
suppressing the riot and arresting the rioters, 
and he says that 2000 more were ready to join 
hum, if necessary. He seems to have acted 
with great vigor. A part of his posse fell 
upon a party of the house burners, who made 
resistance, fired upon them, killing two, and 
wounding others. One of the rioters, named 
Franklin A. Worrell, of a party who had pre- 
viously pursued the Sheriff, was shotand died 
the same day. Another man, of Col. Wil- 
hams's party, named McBratney, was also 
shot, having fallea into the rear of his party, 
while retreating before their pursuers. 

The overture of the Mormons for evacuating 
their town, if suffered to remain unmolested 
until spring, does not seein likely to lead to 
any result, 

Extract from a letter received in this city, 
dated, Sr. Lovis, Sept. 20, '45. 

The Mormons and anties are hard at at 
above usin Ilinois. Some 30 or 40 houses 
have been burned by the anties and one man 
killed by the Sheriff's posse. No doubt they 
willbe ejected from that state ia the same 
manner as they were from this—they are an 
overhearing people and cannot ever get along 
among Christians. California is big enough 
and I think they had better slide. 

The Mormon War.—The St. Louis Repub- 
lican has intelligence from Hancock county, 
Mlinois, te the 22ault. The whole county 
was then ia possession of the Mormons. All 
the Anti Mormons, apparently panic-stricken, 
terrified at their own attrocitizs, had fled 
while no man pursued them, and placed the 
Mississippi between themselves and the vic- 
ums of their incendiary outrages. 

The Anti Mormons, says the Republican, 
are at loss what todo, If chey returg to the 
county they run the risk of indictinent for the 
various acts of arson committed within the 
last ten days ; and if they do not go back, 
their property will be at the disposition of tha 
Mormons, to be stolen or destroyed, as they 
may think proper, 

Gov. Ford in his proclamation, admitting 
the existence of an insurrection, appoints 
Beardstown as the place of rendezvous for the 
500 militia ordered out by him. Subsequent- 
ly, in consequence of intormation of a battle 
the importance and consequences of which 
was greatly exaggerated, the Governor issued 
another proclamation, calling upon the young 
men of Sangamon county to rendezvous at 
Springfield, to aid in restoring the supremacy 
of the law. 


Tribute to the Memory of Gen, Jackson ina 
Foreign Port.- Twenty-one minnte guns 
were fired on the tith of August, by the Uni- 
ted States ships Jamestowa,Commodure Skin- 
her, in obedience to the general order of the 
Navy Departinent, at Porto Grande, on the 
receipt of the intelligence of the death of Gen. 
Jackson. Upon hearing the cause o° the sal- 
ute, the Governor of the Island of St Vincent, 
ordered a salute of twenty-one guns to be 
fired at noon of the same day; from the port 
of the town of Porto Grande ; and the Portu- 
Sues colors were hoisted at half-mast for a 
week following the salute.

The Queen of England» 
however, thought she might adopt the node 
of getting on shorethat brought the King of 
the French on board; and thus it happened 
that Queen Victoria and King Louis Phillippe 
got on shore together in a bathing machine.— 
The Queen was handed into the barge by the 
King, and followed by Prince Albert, the 
Prince of Joinville, Prince Augustus of Saxe 
Coburg,and M.Guizot. In the same order 
the party entered the bathing maehine, which 
was decorated with a tri-coloured flag for the 
nonce, and speedily dragged by a horse to 
terra firma. In the mean time a royal salute 
was fired from all the steamers in the offing 
and from the battery. The whole party got 
into charabancs, the Queen sitting next to 
Louis Phillippe, and Prince Albert next to the 
Queen of the French, and proceeded to the 
Chateua d’Eu, amidst the cordial if not very 
boisterous applause of the assembled crowds, 

Aftera dejune, Louis Phillippe took the 
opportuniiy of introducing the Queen to the 
new Victoria Gallery—a splendid gallery in- 
tended to commemorate her Majesty’s first 
visit to the Chateau d’Eu. In the afternoon 
the royal party drove into the forest, and in 
the evening there wasa splendid dinner at 
the chateau which was attended by all the 
civil and military authorities of the place, as 
well as by the guests resident at the chateau. 

The Queen and Royal party remained at Eu 
a little more than a day, and at 6 o'clock in 
the afternoon of the 9th they again embarked 
for England.

Several suggestions have been 
thrown out for remedying the evil, the most 
practical farmer of Dusseldorf; he recommends 
harrowing deeply the earth in which the tu- 
hucles are planted. This plan, itis said, will 
produce evaporation, by which the humidity 
caused by the fermentation will disappear.— 
In Ireland it forms the chief food of the people. 
Some districts have escaped the ravages of 
the disease, but the injury is too wide spread 
notto cause alarm. Onthe European conti- 
nent the potato crop has been all but destroy- 
ed, and m Holland, Belgium, and the north 
of France, the most serious fears of a famine 
were entertained—so serious that the expor 
tation of food was rigidly prohibited, and all 
duties on the importation of it rescinded. 
Amongst ourselves, says the Liverpoo! Times,
